REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a cleat device for a flexible line comprising a base adapted 
for mounting on a surface and having a plurality of spaced apart jam cleats arranged on the base 
with each jam cleat having at least one open end forming an acute angle; a projection extending 
from each end of the base outside of the plurality of jam cleats, with a portion of at least one of 
the projections extending above the jam cleats and having an opening therein for a tag end of the 
line, generally as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
